orderly and conservative methods to open , 
markets which have been and aro now mo- • 
nopolizod largoly by other nations. This ' 
more particularly relates to our sister repub- 
lics of Spanish America, as also to our friends 
the people of the Brazilian empire.

to build upon, and ™o should cultivate be- ',

What 
we most need in this direction is a firm and 
vigorous assertion of every right and priv- 
ilege belonging to our government or its cit- 
izens, aswell as an equally firm tissoi-tion for 
tho rights and privileges belonging to tho 
general family of American republics situ- 
ated upon this contiaont, whun opposed, it 
over they should be, by the different systems 
of government upofl another continent. 


Ail appeal to tho right of such a goverc- 


meut as ours cculd not bo disregarded by any 
civilized nation. In the treaty of Washing- 
ton wo led the world to the means of escape 
from tho horrors of war, and it is to bo hoped 
that the era whou all international differ- 
ences shall be decided by peaceful arbitra- 
tion is not far 
off, 


THE SOUTHERN QUESTION'.

Under this system minorities actu ally at- 


tempt to diroct tho courso of national affairs, 
and, though up to this time success lias not 
attended rhoir efforts to elect a president, 
yet success liaH boon so perilously imminent 
as to encourage a repetition of the olfort at 
each quadrennial o'oction, and to subject tbo 
interest of an overwhelming majority of our 
people, north and south, to tlio hazards of 
illegal subversion. 


Tho stereotyped argument in refutation of 


these plain truths is that if the Republican 
element was really in the .minority they 
could not bo deprived of their rights and 
privileges by a minority; but neither statis- 
tics of population nor the unavoidable logic 
of the situation, can bo ox-orrtdden or es- 
caped. Tho colored pooplo of the south have 
recently emerged from the bondage of their 
political oppressor*; they have had but few 
ot tho advantages of education which might 
enable them to compote with tho whites.

resolution of tho Chicago platform measures 
should bo taken at onco to remedy this gi-ea: 
evil.

Under our liberal institutions tho subjects
